National Conventions* According to the constitution of 
the Communist Party , USA, the highest authority of the 
Party is the National Convention which should be held every 
two years. The Fifteenth National Convention was the last 
convention held by the Communist Party , USA, in New York 
City on December 28 to 31, 1950 * National officers of 
the Communist Party are elected at the National Conventions. 
There has been no change in the national officers of the 
Communist Party since December 1950 and, although more than 
two years have elapsed , there has been no definite date set

Straus accused 
American newspaper writers and radio commentators of 
misleading the people regarding the Soviet Union and urged 
those present to call upon President Eisenhower to end the 
Korean war and restore peace . Kahn alluded to charges of 
Soviet anti-Semitism as ” cold war” propaganda stating 
that under Stalin the Soviet people have attained freedom 
and unprecedented equality. DuBois urged the American 
people not to succumb to such propaganda . Lawson depicted 
Stalin as a great humanist. Robeson spoke of meeting 
Stalin on the occasion of the graduation of Paul Robeson, 
Jr., from a Moscow school. Describing Stalin as a ”nice, 
unassuming man n Robeson declared that Stalin and the 
Soviet Union are inspirations to colonial peoples striving 
for freedom. Smith urged American leaders to ” grasp the 
hand of Malenkov stretched out in the quest for peace. ” 
During the meeting messages were received from Dr. John A. 
Kingsbury, NCAST national chairman, Corliss Lamont , long 
identified with the Communist movement, and from the Soviet

The April issue of the communist monthly magazine 
Political Affairs ” was dedicated to Stalin.

Noted 
among these are the National Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People (NAACP) and Negro Churches , the latter of 
which Communist leaders consider to he the strongest Negro 
n pressure n groups in the country . Negro Communists , therefore , 
have been .ordered to activate themselves in church affairs and 
although some reluctance is noted on the part of Communists 
generally toward Joining churches , these individuals are being 
reassured that although it is against their principles , 

Communists operate wherever people congregate — even churches . 
Efforts are being made to recruit individuals on a selective 
basis for membership in the NAACP . Preferred attention is 
being given recruits who will advance the Communist Party r s 
aims within this organization, (to) 

As in the past , the Communist Party continues to 
devote considerable effort to recruiting Negro members into the 
Party; however , these efforts have not resulted in any noteworthy 
success • The basic program of the Party in this field is 
reflected in its policy of full equality for Negroes and 
advocacy of their right to n self-determination , n that is the 
right to become a separate independent entity . 

A representative number of Negroes have been placed 
in positions of authority in the Party and it has been vociferous 
in its promotion of Negroes for public office. Nevertheless 
the Party has been plagued by manifestations of white 
chauvinism within its own organization and is extremely 
interested in eradicating this stigma from its ranks. Numerous 
articles and directives as well 03 verbal remonstrances have 
been issued by the Party to correct this situation.

The National Negro Commission , Communist Party , USA , 
recently announced itA,* first issue of n Negro Affairs Quarterly n 
which discusses major questions concerning the Negro liberation .

In keeping with the national policy of the Communist 
Party to operate mainly through front groups 9 many of the Negro 
activities are carried out through the Communist -dominated 
National Negro Labor Council which in June 1953 reportedly 
had nearly 1,200 paid-up members. Ox) 
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Citing rising mass militancy and increasing victories 
by Negroes in their struggle for Negro representation in 
elections and the right to vote and a greater Negro-labor 
alliance, the New York State Committee of the Communist Party 
early in February 1953 called upon its entire organisation 
to participate in Negro History Week activities for 1953 • 

The committee said that aims for Negro History Week, celebrated 
annually during the month of February , should be directed 
toward increased understanding of the Negro question among 
Communists and other progressives and to developing the broadest 
united front activity in right-led organisations , working- 
class communities , unions and shops • 

To accomplish these aims the committee advocated full 
use of Communist Party literature and attendance at significant 
lectures and forums in order to influence recognition of the main 
mass issues of Negro History Week, that is, peace efforts, fair 
employment practices in Job opportunities , struggle for civil

Communist activities in New York State mainly 
were channelled through the Communist-inspired American 
Peace Crusade and its affiliates, the Civil Rights Congress, 
the American Committee for Protection of Foreign Born, 

Labor Youth League, and other groups cited as Communist 
organizations by the Attorney General; left-wing unions 
ousted from the CI(f because of Communist domination; 
the Communist-dominated National Negro Labor Council; 
and such Communist- influenced groups as the American 
Labor Party, National Council of the Arts, Sciences and 
Professions, and the National Committee to Secure Justice 
in the Rosenberg Case • Indications are this last-named- 
committee will be dissolved in September 1953 and replaced 
by a new group to agitate for release of Morton Sobell, 
the Rosenbergs f accomplice, now serving a thirty-year

One of the main objectives of the Party in the 
district is the repeal of the Ober Law , Maryland* s Anti- 
subversive Activities Act. The Party is also striving for

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legislation* Members engaged in union activities have been

Communist activities in District No. 5 have been 
considerably disrupted in view of the indictment and trial 
of the top Communist leaders in this district for violation 
of the Smith Act . On October 14 , 1952 , the Smith Act trial 
began in United States District Court , western District of 
Pennsylvania , Pittsburgh , Pennsylvania , against Steve 
Nelson , Andrew Onda, Benjamin Careathers and James Dolsen , 
all functionaries in District No. 5. In addition to these 
four defendants , Irving Weissman , former District No. 22 
Communist Party Chairman , and William Albertson , former 
District No. 5 Organizational Secretary, are also on trial. 

Due to ill health Andrew Onda was granted a severance . 

The selection of the jury for this case began on November 12, 
1952. However, due to the ill health of Judge William Alvah 
Stewart , a recess in this trial was granted on November 21, 1952. 
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The Communist Party in district No . 5 is 
extremely security-conscious concerning membership 
meetings and hcs continued to make security checks of 
district Communist Party members. (Zu) 


District No. 5 publishes a Communist Party 
leaflet known as the "High Carbon Truth f which is 
distributed primarily to steel workers in Western 
Pennsylvania and deals substantially with wage negotia- 
tions in the steel industry . ato) 

An effective Communist Party underground apparatus 
has been established in order to maintain activeness with- 
in the Communist Party in spite of the disruption which is 
being caused by the prosecution of the open Communist 
Party leadership of District No. 5.

The activity of the Pittsburgh Civil Rights 
Congress has been closely aligned with the activity 
of District No. 5 of the Communist Party. The Civil 
Sights Congress has been extremely active in issuing 
leaflets and pamphlets in connection with the proceed- 
ings of the Pittsburgh Smith Act trial. Miriam Shultz, 
Executive Secretary of the Civil Rights Congress, has 
been in constant contact with the leaders of both the 
underground and open segments of District No. 5 of the 
Communist Party, and thus, through the Pittsburgh Civil 
Rights Congress, has been able to openly conduct activity 
following the Communist Party line. The apparent purpose 
of the Civil Rights Congress in Pittsburgh at the present 
time is to raise funds by whatever means possible in 
order to financially assist the Communist Party in 
connection with the current Pittsburgh Smith Act trial.
